37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Prepelka contacted me to discuss the possibility of cancelling 
claims 11 and 12 and the application of Akeroyd. We agreed that the cancelling of the two claims would obviate the 
objection to the drawings and the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. As to Akeroyd we discussed the 
interpretation of the locking portion 16 of the barrel having a greater thickness and extending outwardly when in the 
closed position and I reiterated that in my opinion this interpretation is fully appropriate. Mr. Prepelka proposed 
amending claim 1 so as to indicate that the barrel substantially surrounds the free end of the body and I agreed that 
this would avoid Akeroyd on a novely basis but would require a further search and consideration. We discussed 
whether Petzl in figures 3 and 4 shows subject matter that would be applicable to reject such an amendment to the 
claim. As the stage of prosecution is after-final, I stated that an amended claim further defining the overlap as 
substantially surrounding the free end of the clip by the barrel would not be entered at this time because it presents 
new issues requiring further search and consideration. 
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
